Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of Dublin, approach 
your Excellency on your retirement from the Viceroyalty 
of Ireland to tender our sincere acknowledgments for the 
dignified manner in which, as the representative of her 
most gracious Majesty, you have a second time dis- 
charged the arduous duties of that exalted position. 

“ Representing, as our Council does, every shade of 
opinion, it has always been our practice to refrain from 
any allusion to the political principles or the public 
policy of the Chief Governor of this country. e do 
not intend on this occasion to deviate from this time- 
honoured custom, but it is a source of unaffected grati- 
fication to us, and we venture to hope it will not be un- 
acceptable to your Excellency, that we unanimously and 
mos cordially 1e:oguise your Excellency’s desire to pro- 

muté the material interests of Ireland, and to assist by 
every means in your power her social and industrial 

progress. 

“ Your Excellency’s efforts to preserve to this country 
the advantage of the high office which you have so gra- 

ciousiy administered, and to afford to her the important 

benefit of improved packet and postal communication 

with the New World, will long illustrate your Excel- 

lency's desire for the welfare of Ireland, and be recol- 
lected with gratitude by her people. 

In now taking leave of your Excellency, we request 

yon fwill be assured that your name and that of your 

amiable Countess will long be remembered with respect 

and regard by the Corporation and the citizens of 
Dublin.” 

His Excellency replied as follows:—My Lord Mayor, 

Aldermen, and Burgesses of the city of Dublin, it is 

with mingled feelings of satisfaction and regret that I 

receive from you, on the eve of my departure from Ire- 

land, the same courteous and friendly greeting which 
you tendered to me on my arrival. It is, indeed, a 
source of high gratification to me that,during my tenure 

of office, I have not forfeited the good opinion enter- 

tained of me by the large and influential community of 
which you are the representatives, nor lowered the 

dignity of the high position, which the favor of my 

Sovereign has conferred on me, but it is with unfeigned 

sorrow that I bid farewell in all human propapility, for 

the time, toa Country, which I almost looked upon as my 

own, and to a people who have endeared them- 

selves” to me, more than I will trust myself to 

express.

“ The organs of Austria object, we know, that the pos- 
session of the Lombardo-Venetian kingdom in her hands 
would be necessary for the security of the Federal fron- 
tiers. 

“When that assembly had to occupy itself with the 
militaty organisation of the Germanic Confederation, the 
members of the association who have German possessions 
were called upon to name those of their provinces 
which they understood would participate in the 
common charges and obligations. Thus the pro- 
ces verbal of the deliberations, dated April 6, 1818, 
amply proves that Austria, after having enumerated 
her German territories, spoke of those of Italy,and declared 
in positive terms that shein no way entered into the view of 
extending beyond the Alps the line of defence of the 
Confederation. It was under consideration,we repeat, to 
fix the basis of the Germanic military system. The 
discussion assumed at this moment all the importance 
which belonged to it on a subject so closely connected 
with the essential interests of Germany. No voice was 
raised to assert that the Lombardo-Venetian kingdom, 
nor yet the Po nor its affluents, nor even the Adige 
itself, were necessary to the security of the Confederation; 
it was at the Alps, according to the proposition of Aus- 
tria, that the Diet ought to place the frontier and the line 
of defence for Germany. ; 

“I do not insist at greater length upon a fact which 
replies with such authority to all objections ; one would 
not wish to set up these as based on false appreciations 
and raised only by the pressure ot circumstances. 

“The new military measures which have just been 
adopted in Prussia do not inspire us, therefore, with 
inquietude. The Prussian Government, in mobi- 
lizing an important part of its army, declares 
that it has no other object than to protect the security 
of Germany, and to put itself in a state to exercise a just 
influence in the ulterior arrangements in accordance 
with the other great Powers. We -cannot in this find 
any reason to dissent from the Cabinet of Berlin. The 
government of the Emperor, which was desirious that 
the affairs of Italy might be debated in Congress, very 
far from refasing what all the powers concurred with in 
secking—the rég ulation—did, when necessary, itself call 
for their participation at an opportune moment. 

The citcular of the Russian government indicates, 
in a manner sufficiently plain, in what manner 
it Shall not fail to act when the proper time ar- 
rives. As this document recalls, and as I 
have myself informed you, the English governmet, 
at the commencement of hostilities, tendered to the 
German governments the best advice, counselling them 
by no means to make common cause with the Austrians 
against us. 

Without yet having official information to the dis- 
position of the new British Ministry, we are authorized 
to infer, from the debate which preceded there coming 
into power, conclusions the most favourable to the 
independence of Italy; and we are under the firm 
persuasion that the English Government is, in its views 
as well as in the support of its influence, favourable to 
the solution that we ourselves seek.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH— Lor pon, Sarunbar. 
(Before Mr. Justice Wrightman and Mr. Justice Hill.) 
The Queen v. the Bishop of Chichester. 

Mr. Justice Hill delivered the judgment of the court 
in this case, the facts of which are familiar to our read- 
ers. After recapitulating the circumstances of the case, 
he remarked upon the fact that Mr. Golightly was an 
entire stranger to the diocése of Chichester, and had no 
more interest in its affairs than any other clergyman. 
He considered that the bishop had a discretionary power 
and that it would be productive of the greatest possible 
inconvenience and mischief if the Court gave its assigt- 
ance by way of mandamus in such cases. On this 
ground he was of opinion that the rule ought to be dis- 
charged, with costs. :
